The continuing saga of Tom 
Keogan and his Wilmington 
Redemption Center last Wednesday 
finally began making strides to a 
possible resolution, 

Keogan met at the State House 
with State Representative James 
Miceli, House Energy Committee 
Chairperson Al Herron, other state 
officials and representatives from 
the soft drink and beer distributors 
of Massachusetts, 

The closed-door mecting yiclded 
at least a pledge from both soft 
drink and beer distributors to 
pick-up Keogan's redcemable 
bottles and cans 

"My primary concern is with 
people who live and do business in 
my district," Miceli, who proposed 
a bill on Kcogan's behalf, stated, 
also promising to discharge that bill 
to the floor for debate if an effective 
agreement is not reached. 

"What they're trying to do is deal 
with his problem specifically," 
Miceli said of the mecting he set-up 
at the State House. 

Keogan's "problem" stems from 
what he feels is the distributors’ lack 
of attention in picking-up his 
returnables, a situation he tra 
the lawsuit ‘won by 
Commonwealth that gave the state 
revenues from unredeemed 
containers, 

Since that suit was won, Keogan 
has delivered most of his parcels at 
his own cost, for which he is paid 
two-and-one-quarter cents per can 
or bottle. But this, coupled with the 
fact that Keogan is caught in what 
Miceli called "the crossroads," 
referring to his location between

different soft drink distributors 
who often refuse to take other 
bottlers product containers, has 
placed a strain on Keogan's 
business. The Wilmington 
Redemption Center is currently 
closed Sundays and Mondays, and 
Keogan curtailed most of his 
pick-ups from fundraising groups. 

While the soft drink distributors 
have apparently agreed to pick-up 
Keogan's containers, and their beer 
counterparts have said they will 
“look into it," Keogan still remains 
skeptical. He does however, have 
“nothing but high praise" for 
Miceli’s work regarding the issue. 

"He did go to bat for me. If 
nothing comes out of it, he still did a 
good job," Keogan said. 

"It looks like something might be 
accomplished and that's the way [the 
State House mecting] was left," 
Miceli concluded.

Wilmington's first town meeting 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Cadwallader Ford was the 
Moderator at the annual town 
meeting in Wilmington on Monday, 
March 3, 1777. Born in 
Londonderry, Ireland, he had 
probably emigrated to Boston in 
1718, at the Lime a lot of Scotch 
Irish did so, 

He had studied law, before 
emigrating. In Boston he somehow 
was in a dispute with a man who 
happened to own a couple of 
hundred acres of land in a place 
called The Land of Nod 

The dispute went to the 
Cambridge Court, and Cadwallader 
won the case, and 200 acres of land. 
Tt was on that land that he built his 
home, which now is owned by the 
Brooks family on Salem Street, at 
the northern end of Middlesex 
Avenue, in Wilmington, 

The duties of a moderator in a 
town mecting were about the same 
as they are today, The Moderator 
tules.In one sense, it can be said he 
is supreme. 

Wilmington town meetings were, 
in those days, always on the first 
Monday of the month, and the 
annual town meeting was always in 
March, It began at 1 p.m. Only 
voters were present 

The Meeting House in Wilmington 
was a place of worship on a Sunday 
Tt was a place for town business the 
rest of the week, town business 
being, generally, only on Monday 
and in the afternoon, Town 
Mcetings were only for people with 
aright to vote, That meant to own a 
home, or to be a person who made 
at least 40 shillings a year 

Tutus Cober, black, the only 
Wilmington man who was a veteran 
of the Battle of Bunker Hill could 
not attend that mecting, at least as a 
voter, Possibly he could be a 
spectator, this writer docs not 
know, Titus did not own the Jones 
farm on what is now Andover Road 
where ved. He did not carn 40 
shillings a year, the minimum to be 
a voter 


But Titus was not in Wilmington. 
He had marched on Dec. 17, 1776 to 
fight "in the Jerseys." Titus did not 
retin until’after March 27, 1777. 

The first item of bagtress was to 
elect the five selectmen who would 
be holding office in the coming 
year. They would also be the town 
assessors. 

Reuben Butters, about 50 years 
old, was the first man elected. As 
such he became the "First 
Selectman,” a title he would hold 
for the coming year. No one had the 
title of “Chairman.” 

Major Timothy Walker became 
the Second Selectman. He was also 
the Town Treasurer (and, of course 
the church treasurer, the town and 
church being one). Timothy had 
commanded the Trained Band 
(militia) on Concord Day. Now he 
was the highest ranking officer, 
militarily speaking, in Wilmington. 

The Third Selectman was Joshua 
Harnden, he who owned what is 
now the Harnden Tavern, He had 
been a sergeant of the Trained 
Band, on Concord Day. Now he was 
a Licutenant 


The Fourth Selectman was Captain 
Cadwallader Ford, Jr., he who had 
commanded the Minutemen on 
Concord Day. He was also the town 
clerk, Like his father, he too had 
studied law probably in his 
father's books. 

Benjamin Jaquith was elected the 
Fifth Selectman, He was about 67 
years old, and would live to be 85, 
as did other men in his family 
Benjamin was a deacon of the 
church, a pesition he held down 
with positive attitude, in his senior 
years. His father was said to have 
lived to be 85, as did his son. A long 
lived fantily! 

The Rev. Isaac Morrill was 
Present in his capacity as a 
clergyman, and also because he and 
Mrs. Morrill (daughter of a 
Billerica minister) had a female 
slave, Dinah, who wanted her 
freedom 


Sunday's light drizzle didn't stop the fun at the 
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Samuel Jaquith was elected First 
Constable, and Moses Noyce 
Second. Peter Cornell, Capt. John 
Harnden and Sgt Theodore Upton 
were elected Tithing Men. Joseph 
Winn, Paul Upton, Ezra Carter, 
David Beard, Lt. Stanley Eleazer 
Carter and John Winn were elected 
Surveyors of Highways. Sergeant 
Danic! Gowing and Benjamin 
Harnden were chosen Fence 
Viewers and James Pearson Scaler 
of Weights and Mcasurcs, Amos 
Taylor and Thomas Burtt were 
elected Hog Re: nd it was votcd 
that "Ye Swine go at large this 
year.” 

Eight pounds, legal currency, was 
voted for the town expenses of the 
year, Sixty-six pounds, 13 shillings 
and four pence was voted for the 
salary of the Rev. Mr, Morrill, and 

2 pounds 10 shilling voted, instead 
of his annual supply of firewood. 

The Committce of 
Correspondence and Safety was 
important. To it were clected 
Nathaniel Pearson, Edward Kendal, 
Doctor Jabez Brown, Danicl 
Gowing, Capt. John Harnden, Lt 
Flagg, John Eames and William 
Simmons. 

The discussion about freedom for 
Negroes centered on what should be 
done for free black persons who 
should not be able to support 
themselves, 

It was voted that any Negroes 
belonging to the Town, whose 
masters were willing to give them 
freedom should have it, in one 
month 

It was also voted that if any of 
them were unable to support 
themselves the town would support 
them, as it did for the town poor. 
Surprisingly there were two 
arguments in the negative 
Cadwallader Ford and Cadwallader 
Ford Jr. Their arguments were not 
recorded, but it seems they centered 
‘on the phrase "as it did for the town 
poor.” 

The support of the poor, in any 
Massachusetts town in those days 
always a “touchy” subject 
Selectmen and others were always 
on the alert to prevent a further 
drain, for any reason, on town 
finances 

The two men, father and son, were 
expressing the attitude of many 

One week later there was a letter 
from the Rev. Isaac Morrill, about 
Dinah saying “I have given her her 
freedom and she is at free liberty to 
leave my house and service when 
she pleases. 


Anotier meeting 

Three months after the Town 
Mecting had voted to free the slaves 
of Wilmington, in June, it voted 
that: 

"Having a Licutenant Governor 
will add to the Public expense, and 
may not be so necessary.”

The Small Cities Program in 
Wilmington is now ready to offer 
assistance to first time homebuyers 
who need help with down payments 
and closing costs. If you have 
identified a home but feel that lack 
of "front" money has hampered 
your financing efforts, then the 
program might push your sale onto 
the feasible side of the fence. 

The amount of eligible assistance 
will vary in cach case, but the 

4 general terms are a maximum of to 
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50 percent of down payment and 
reasonable closing costs. The 
assistance is provided in the form of 
a loan in which repayment is 
deferred until sale of the property 
and which carries a three percent 
simple interest rate. The loan will 
be forgivable at the time of sale if 
there is no profit. 

There are a number of mandatory 
requirements in qualifying for the 
program. First, you must be a 
Wilmington resident (or a former

town resident who had previously 
established such legal status), Next, 
you must be a first time homebuyer, 
which is also defined as someone 
who has not owned a home within 
the past three years. Third, you 
must fall within federal low or very 
low income guidelines, which 
reflect a sliding scale bascd on 
percentage of median income in the 
area, as well as household size. For 
example, a four person houschold 
can earn up to $39,700 and be 
cligible for the program 


Beyond the basic qualifications for 
the program, (here are several 
conditions which must be satisfied 
in regard to your particular housing 
transaction. You must have 
identified the house that you want to 
buy and have either a signed 
purchase and sale agreement or 
have such a document in process. 
You must demonstrate the clear 
inability to provide the full down 
payment, by documentation of 
assets. You must further indicate the 


likesthood of obtaining a mort- 
gage, by having opencd lines of 
communication with one or more 
lending institutions preferably with 
an application but at a minimum 
with in-person counseling focused 
on your desired purchase. 
Applicants who. have not 
communicated with lenders cannot 
be considered until they do so. 
Applicants and their lenders should 
also be aware that in some instances, 
a second mortgage will need to be

Lake management 


by George R. Allan 

Whether it ts a mountain pond on a 
summer morning or an autumn 
sunset on Silver Lake, lakes give us 
a sense of serenity, They are vital 
natural resources that serve many 
purposes. They serve as a wildlife 
habitat, recreational areas, water 
supplies, or flood control. How 
these water bodies are managed is 
critical to their survival 

There are over 3,000 lakes and 
ponds in Massachusetts. Most are of 
natural origin, however, some are 
manmade for specific reasons, such 
as flood control 

Lakes are classified by water 
quality. The cleanest and most 
desirable is used for water supply, 
after being processed in a filtration 
facility. The second category is 
clean enough for swimming and 
fishing, but not drinking. The 
lowest class is suitable for bouting 

The lakes are being stressed by 
our activities. Acid rain, caused by 
the nitrogen and sulfur by-products 
in burning fuels are causing the 
premature aging of many lakes in 
New England. Increased nutrient 
loadings from fertilizers and failing 
septic systems can cause algac 
blooms. Increased runoff from 
paved areas and soil crosion can 
cause lakes to fill up with sediments. 

Conflicting uses of lakes can 
create management problems. For 
example, swimming and boating in 
watcr supply reservoirs are

incompatible. Wildlife 
interfere with recreational uses. 

For our lakes to survive, it will 
require attention to activities in the 
watershed and in the water itself 
Control of acid rain is taking place 
on a national level. Although slow, 
progress is being made via the use 
of low sulfur fucls. 

To reduce the impacts of septic 
system on lakes, revisions are being 
proposed in the State Sanitary Code 
(Title 5) that would require septic 
systems to be a minimum of 150 feet 
from lakes; 400 feet if it is used as a 
water supply. In addition, low 
phosphorus detergents are now uscd 
in Massachusetts, 

Another clement in a lake 
management program would be 
public education to provide people 
with the assistance and knowledge 
they need to protect their individual 
lake. The balancing of competing 
uses in an environmentally sensitive 
manner is also needed. 

In-lake management techniques 
including dredging, vegetation 
harvesting, and chemical treatment 
are needed to keep the lakes suitable 
for their intended classification. 

Lakes are an important part of our 
quality of life in Massachusetts. 
They have provided enjoyment for 
hundreds of years, Without our 
protection, however, they will 
deteriorate quickly. So the next time 
you are enjoying a lake, remember 
how important proper management 
is to its survival.

Recycled music more 
than just ‘oldies’ 


by Jeff Nazzaro 

Used compact discs have become a 
hot topic in the music biz from 
Boston to Chicago, through Kansas 
and all across America, And from 
L.A. Guns to Saigon Kick, 
Tewksbury's Tune Town, Inc. is 
hip-hop decp in used titles - at 
not-so-new prices. 

All used compact discs at the 
small, independent record shop on 
Main Sweet are sold for a measly six 
bucks - about half what you could 
expect to pay at major retail chains. 
And if that Bon Jovi disc you bought 
back in 1987 doesn’t look so hot in 
your collection anymore, you can 
trade it in or sell it for cash at Tune 
Town. 

Tune Town pays a flat three 
dollars for cach CD it accepts, but 
will give four bucks towards the 
purchase of any item in the store for 
a used disc, While most-CD's are 
acceptable, those with large, visible 
scratches mayBe subject to in-store 
sampling Or outright refusal - and 
Func Town offers no guarantees on 
‘used merchandise. 

Tune Town got into the used CD 
business out of economic necessity. 
They simply could not afford to 
compete with the big retail outlets 
who buy directly from the record 
companies. Tune Town purchases 
new compact discs and cassettes 
through a distributor. 

Sarah Robson, who opened Tune 
Town with her husband, David 
five-and-a-half years ago, says she 
and her husband made the decision 
to deal in used CD's four months 
ago after much deliberation. 

“We contemplated it for a long 
time,” she said, concluding "there is 
a market for it. The customers 
were the deciding factors.” 

Those customers, including a lot 
of regulars, bring in between 50 and 
100 new used CD's to Tune Town 
every week, many of which do not 
stick around too long. 

"Some stuff barely gets in the 
store before it's back out again," a 
fact that is just fine with Robson. 

"In the age of recycling, it makes a 
lot of sense," she says. "It's 
recycling music.”

As of Tu » Tune 
Town's used stock included Bruce 
Hornsby's most recent offering, 
Harbor Lights, as well as recordings 
by Bruce Springsteen, Ugly Kid Joe 
and other past and present stars. 

The key here, though, is the price 
tag. Six bucks in many cases is a 
solid investment for somethin; 
record consumer might not be sure 
about. And, if you don't like what

it back for half what you paid, or 
two-thirds credit towards 
something else. 

The stock of used discs tends to be 
ladened with 80's rock and roll and 
rounded out with large doses of 
heavy metal, rap and dance stuff. 
You may stumble across some 
recent alternative offerings, but 
with the impressive musical outputs 
from that genre, there seems to be a 
lot of keepers and consequently, not 
many uscd ones floating around 
Jazz and classical are less popular, 
but still pop-up in the used disc 
rack, 

A collector's best bet is to visit the 
store frequently, since new stock 
comes in every day, the best of 
which is not likely to stay in the 
store very long. And any purchase 
you make will save ygu anywhere 
from two to ten dollars over the cost 
of new compact discs depending on 
where you are used to shopping.

A funny thing “Hallowe’en”

Long ago, back into the shrouded 
depths of unwritten history, there 
was a grand feast 

The feast celebrated the harvest, 
while lamenting the passage of the 
growing season. The long days of 
summer were growing shorter, the 
plants were dying, and soon would 
come the harshness of winter 

So grand feast was held, to mark 
the death of the green world. And 
since this was a feast for the dead, 
then all of the dead were invited 
Ancestors of long ago, on this one 
day of the year, could return to the 
land of the living for a brief time. 

The feast was known as Samhain, 
in the tongue of the Celts. 

The Christians, however, didn't 
like the idea of celebrating with the 
dead, so they made the following 
day a “Holy Day of Obligation,” in 
which alf Catholics are required to 
attend Mass. The holy day became 
known as All Hallowed's Day, and 
the night before, when the spirits of 
the dead walked the land, became 
known as All Hallowed's Eve, or 
shortened today to Hallowe'en. 

(Hallowed ts an archaic term for 
make blessed, including the dead 
All Hallowed 
all of the dead.) 

Lite is known of the old Celtic 
culture, and their priests known as 
Druids. Almost all we know about 
the Celtics, in fact, comes from the 
writing of their Roman conquerers, 
and you can't trust those accounts 
The Romans were busy destroying 
the Celts, not studying them, and ar 
attacker's account of an enemy will 
hardly be an objective treatise 

But Samhain survives. The feast 
of the dead, celebrated by the old 
Celts, is today one of our most fun 
holidays of the year, and one of the 
most unusual. Hallowcen is one of 
the very few celebrations observed 
at night, not during the day 

Also, the wearing of costumes is 
very rare in Chri 1 Observances 
but not so in the pagan cultures 
Dressing up as spirits and goblins 
was most likely done by the Druids 
and Celts of centuries gone, and the 
tradition lives on. So too does the

New Englanders' 
love of autumn 


by Bill Conlon 

Mmm! What is it about autumn? 

Something about this time of year 
brings out the best in Yankees. The 
nation is filled with people who get 
misty-eyed this time of year, just 
dreaming about New England. 

Don't laugh! I once had a boss in 
Utah who subscribed to Yankee 
magazine, and couldn't wait to tear 
open the October issue. He lived in 
Maine for a few years, and he never 
lost that love of autumn. 

For some reason, maybe the chill 
in the air, everything is more active 
in the fall. Animals -- and people 
are bustling everywhere, preparing 
for the hard months to come. 

All sorts of birds are migrating to 
the south right now, from geese to 
songbirds. We've had an influx of 
Evening Grosbeaks lutely, and they 
aren't regulars to our areca, They'll 
stop to feed, then continue on. The 
birds prefer secds right now, but a 
full suct box will become popular 
as the temperature drops. The fat in 
suct is raw fuel for chickadees: 

Unfortunately, too many Canada 
geese have sccure food supplies, so 
many don't migrate at all. Instcad 
of gathering in huge "V" squadrons 
in the skics, they stick around all 
winter, Please don't feed the ¢ 
In many towns, its illegal. 

Squirrels are bouncing ail over 
the place right now, putting on fat 
and burying food for later, We've 
got about a half-dozen regulars to 
our feeders, after they learned last 
year that we're an casy mark for a 
mid-winter meal. I've got buck 
full of butternuts (white walnuts) 
on hand to feed the little bandits for 
free. (Five pounds of peanuts a 
week gets expensive.) 

Scientists believe squirrels locate 
their buricd nuts through memory 
alone, but they are forgetful. Nut 
Irces are spread by having squirrel 
burying their seeds, then forgettin 
them. It works, and both sides 
The tree reproduces, providing th 
squirrels an expanded food supply 

Deer are starting to rub the velvet 
off their antlers, getting ready for 
the battles to come. Bucks fight tor 
territory, and the breeding rights to 
the available does, and the fur will 
be flying soon. A few more cold 
nights and the rut gets underway in 
carnest. Right now, the deer are 
stuffing themselves on acorns and 
browse, to put on the weight they'll 
lose during the tut. Bucks may lose 
over 75 pounds during the fighting 
and breeding season, from the late:

and they'd take it again tomor- 
row. 

“We had to leave a little bit 
early because the wind came up 
to 85 miles an hour and the tem- 
perature was dropping,” says 
Carne. “Ken told us to pack up 
because if we didn’t go then, we 
wouldn't be getting out at all.” 

The two-hour ride up became 
many more hours down: four- 
and-a-half to go four miles to the 
four-mile mark. 

“It was a tough ride,” says 
Williams. “You're in this thing. 
It’s shaking. Some of us felt 
almost seasick. It was very hot 
inside so some of us opened the 
door and the exhaust fumes 
would come in. It was awful 
And there was one place where 
the drifts were six to eight feet, 
and we'd kind of plow through, 
go ahead, come back. They 
don’t just ride the cat over the 
top because it could tip over and 
fall down the mountain.” 

So why would they do it again 
tomorrow? 

“The best part of going down 
was the last four miles,” says 
Williams. “Bill and I were the 
only ones who brought our skis 
with us so we skied down.” 

Carne and Williams partici- 
pated in “Understanding the 
World’s Worst Weather,” a 
course in basic meteorology 
with special attention to the sin- 
gular weather of Mount 
Washington and the instrumen 
tation required to measure it. 

They looked upon the oppor- 
tunity as a learning experience 

for themselves ... and their stu- 
dents. 

“The purpose of the trip was 
twofold,” says Williams, who 
teaches sixth grade science. 
“First, to increase our aware- 
ness and knowledge of severe 
weather, and then, to bring back 
some enthusiasm and excite- 
ment to the kids to help moti- 
vate them. 

“In teaching physical science, 
I do things with heat, tempera- 
ture, insulation, conductors and 
insulators of heat so I can have 
some direct and indirect appli- 
cations of what I did on this 
trip. I can also talk to the kids 
about what scientists do, and 
their role in gathering data, 
using the slides and videotape 
we shot, as examples.”

WEST MEDFORD/WINCHESTER _ The Middlesex Canal 
Association and guests will meet at 2 p.m. in West Medford 
at the Canal Commission monument near the Boston Avenue 
Bridge over the Mystic River on Saturday, October 23rd 

The event helps to commemorate the 200th Anniversary 
of the start of the canal that meanders through Winchester,

For the walkers, they will will view the site of the 
aqueduct which carried the Middlesex Canal over the Mystic 
River. Here the site of the Gilson Lock and the still existing

The group will then will proceed on foot along the route 
of the canal toward Winchester. The Sagamore John monu- 
ment will be passed and remnants of the canal embank- 
ments in the woods beside Mystic Valley Parkway will be

A 1992 investigation of the water 
and sewer department by the 
Wilmington Police Department and 
} the Office of the Middlesex District 
Attorney uncovered “criminal 
violations,” but law enforcement 
officials "were advised that [Caira’s] 
office was in the process of 
reorganization of the Water and 
Sewer Department and would 
prefer to deal with these matters 
administratively," according to 
Stewart's communication to Caira 

In closing, Stewart suggested that 
he, Caira and town counsel mect
